PHILADELPHIA (NC)-Catholic Schools Week, 
Feb. 6-12, this year marks the 125th anniversary 
of the nomination as Bishop of Philadelphia of 
Blessed John Nepomucene Neumann, who 
established the U.S. pattern of parochial schools. 

Bishop Neumann, who is to be canonized by 
Pope Paul on June 19, headed the Philadelphia 
diocese from 1852 until his death in 1860 at the 
age of 48. 


A MAJOR accomplishment of his episcopate 
was the establishment of a system of parish 
schools which served as a model used elsewhere 
across the country. 


“It was principally through the prodigious 


efforts of Bishop Neumann,’’ Pope Pius XII once 
said, ‘“‘that a Catholic school system came into 
being and that parochial schools began to rise 
across the land.’’ : 


Blessed John joined the Redemptorist Fathers 
and within a short time was made superior of the 
Redemptorists in Pittsburgh. 


WHILE HE WAS supervising construction and 


-financing of a large new church, he found time to 


write the two catechisms that were adopted in 
1852 by the First Plenary Council of Baltimore. 


. Known sometimes as ““‘The Penny Cate- 
chisms’’ and ‘‘The Baltimore Catechisms,’’ 
these books were reprinted many times in 
English and German and used by generations of 


Catholic children. 


By the time of his consecration as Bishop of 
Philadelphia on March 28, 1852, Blessed John’s 
dedication to the cause of religious education was 
already widely known. 


WHEN THE CLERGY of Philadelphia planned

Blessed John wrote, “to spare no effort to insure 
success. 


“Whatever difficulties may at first attend, and 
even obstruct this most desirable undertaking 
will be gradually overcome by mutual goodwill 
and cooperation.” 

The newly consecrated bishop was distressed 
to find that in the large and populous 
Philadelphia diocese only 500 Catholic children 


--were enrolled in the parish schools. 


Within a year, the number of students in 
parochial schools had increased to 5,000. After 
two years, Blessed John saw the enrollment soar 
to 9,000 students.

Pope Paul decries 
murder in Rhodesia 
of 7 missionaries 


SALISBURY, Rhodesia (NC)—The murder of 
seven missionaries here by guerrillas has 
brought denunciation from the Pope and U.S. 
and British bishops. 


Black nationalist guerrillas opened fire on 
eight captives, priests and religious, and seven 
were killed. One escaped, British Jesuit Father 
Dunstan Myerscough, who dropped to the 
ground as the shooting began and was not hit. 


DEAD WERE two English Jesuit priests, 
Fathers Martin Thomas and Christopher 
Shepherd-Smith; Irish Jesuit Brother John 
Conway; German Dominican Sisters Magdala, 
Ceslaus and Epiphany, and English Dominican 
Sister Joseph Wilkinson. 


The guerrillas failed to capture two other white 
missionaries, neither did they harm several 


' African nuns who work at the Musami Mission 


where the murders took place. 

Pope Paul cabled Archbishop Patrick Chakaipa 
of Salisbury of his grief at the news, denouncing 
“this detestable act of violence.’’ 

- ARCHBISHOP Joseph Bernardin, president of 
the U.S. bishops’ conference called it a 
“senseless tragedy.”’ 


Bishop Gerald Mahon, head of the English and 


Welsh bishops’ commission on justice and peace, 
said the killings will not affect the Church’s 
commitment. ‘‘The Catholic Church in Rhodesia 
has played a full part in the movement for human 
rights for all. She has defended those whose 
rights are denied.”’ 


It was in December that a a. a priest and 
a missionary Sister were murdered in another 
part of Rhodesia by a roving guerrilla. A few days 
later another priest disappeared, thought to have 
been killed by guerrillas. 


Carmelite Bishop Donal Lamont of Umtali, 
Rhodesia, is due to have his appeal against a 10- 
year jail sentence heard next week. He was 
convicted of harboring guerrillas on missions.

Italy faces legal abortions 

ROME—Passage of a bill to legalize 
abortion in Italy by the Italian Chamber of 
Deputies has drawn strong reaction from 
Cardinal Ugo Poletti, Pope Paul’s vicar for 
the diocese of Rome. Passage of the bill 
caused ‘‘stunned disbelief and humiliation’’ 
for the majority of Italians, according to the 
cardinal. The bill must now go before the 
nation’s senate, where action is expected 
before the end of February. 


Survey reveals clergy attitudes 


SOUTH ORANGE, N.J.—Fifty per cent of 
this state’s Catholic priests believe that the 
clergy themselves do not want the laity to 
have a significant voice in Church affairs, 
and 23 per cent of them think that a faithful 
Catholic ‘‘is supposed to obey just about 
everything the pope says.’’ These were two 
results emerging from a survey undertaken 
by James Kelly, a Fordham University 
sociologist. 


Israelis legalize abortion

BOSTON—In protest of the Episcopalian 
view of women’s ordination, abortion and 
divorce and remarriage, two Episcopal 
ministers and 16 of their parishioners here 
have severed ties with their church. The 
ministers, the Rev. Joseph Upson and the 
Rev. James Dutton, said they and their 
parishioners will seek to join the Catholic 
Church. All were members of St. John the 
Evangelist parish on Beacon Hill.

NORTH MIAMI BEACH,Fla.--In what is 
believed to be the first case of its kind here, 
an operating room technician is suing a 
hospital, charging she was fired after she 
refused to continue assisting in abortions.

13, the second pledge Sun- 
day of Stewardship ’77 at 
parishes across the diocese, 
we hope for a generous 
response to help the diocese 
meet its continuing commit- 
ment to our Catholic high 
schools,’’ he said. 


IN RESPONSE to rumors 
that the diocese has planned 
to eliminate subsidization of 
the high schools, Father 
Ronald Mendonca, diocesan 
superintendent of schools, 
said: 

“‘The future of our schools 
depends ‘in a very real way on 
the annual Stewardship pro- 
gram. This year, as it has in 
past years, the Stewardship 
program and the resulting 


subsidies for the schools will 
continue.”’ 


In the early years of 
Stewardship, Standing ex- 
plained, the diocese ~allo- 
cated $500,000 of the collec- 
tion fo: the support of the 
schools. 


THEN, IN 1975, the alloca- 
tion remained the same, but 
the system of distribution 
was changed. The diocese 
arranged the program so that 
parishes kept a larger share, 
50 per cent, of the collection. 


“The diocese then alloca- 
ted $250,000 of its smaller 
share of the collection for the 
schools, and asked the prin- 
cipals to solicit contributions 
from the parishes they serve 
to be paid from the parishes’ 
increased Stewardship rev- 
enues.”’ 

The same.plan is to be 
followed for the Stewardhip 
*77 program, Father Men- 
donca said. 


SINCE THE Stewardship 
concept was launched in the 
diocese in 1972, approxi- 
mately $10 million has been 
collected, Standing noted.- 


“Of that, nearly a third, or 
$3,122,811, has been used to 
subsidize the high schools,”’ 
he said. According to Father 
Mendonca, subsidies were 
granted to the four diocesan 
high schools on a per student 
basis. 


Subsidies to these schools 
included $761,194 to Univer- 
sity High School, San Diego; 
$712,780 to Aquinas High 
School, San Bernardino; 
$627,432 to Marian High 
School, Imperial Beach; and 
$575,419 to Notre Dame 
High School, Riverside. 


ADDITIONALLY, $505,986 
was allocated to four high 
schools operated in the 
diocese by religious congre- 
gations. 


They included St. Augus- 
tine, operated by the Augus- 
tinians; Academy of Our 
Lady of Peace, operated by 
the Sisters of St. Joseph of 
Carondolet; Rosary, operat- 
ed by the Sisters of St. 
Joseph of Orange; and San 
Luis Rey Academy, operated 
by the Sisters of the Precious 
Blood.

Martha Kennnedy, secretary to

Miss Martha Kennedy, 
secretary to the bishops of 
San Diego since the diocese 
was founded 41 years ago, 
has retired. 


She quietly left her office, 
next door to that of the 
bishop, on Feb. 4, confiding 
the news of her imminent 
retirement to no one except 
the bishop. 


“SHE MADE a great con- 
tribution to the diocese 


during her long years of 


service,’’ said Bishop Leo T. 
Maher. ‘‘She gave a won- 
derful example of fidelity.”’ 


He paid‘tribute to the out- 
standing way in which she 
handled matters which were 
confidential, in her position 


as private secretary to bish- - 


ops. 

‘*She was a person of great 
trust,’’ said Bishop Maher, 
‘“‘and through the years she 
became an integral part of 
the history of the Diocese of 
San Diego. 

“IN FACT, her memoirs 
would in themselves make a 
history of the diocese since it 
began.”’ 


Archbishop Francis J. Fu- 


rey, of San Antonio, Tex., . 


who was ordinary before 
Bishop Maher, said Miss 
Kennedy was a ‘‘very, very 
devoted and efficient sec- 
retary for the six years I was 


in San Diego.” 


He said that although she 
was brought to the new 
diocese by Bishop Charles F. 
Buddy, the first bishop, she 
“became a good Califor- 
nian.” 


HE SAID Bishop Buddy 
“brought her from St. Jo- 
seph, Mo., when he came to 
be the first bishop of the new 
diocese in 1936.” 


Miss Kennedy, said the 
archbishop, “‘was the soul of 
efficiency.” 


Bishop Buddy used to re- 
call that when he arrived in 
the diocese “‘at the rim of 
Christendom, there were 63 
parishes, 36 grade schools, 
no money and not a cent of 
credit.”’ 

TODAY THE diocese has 
176 parishes, 70 elementary 
schools and nine high schools, 
with a Catholic population in 
excess of 580,000. - 


Miss Kennedy has been an 


integral part of this expan- 
sion, maintaining the confi- 
dential files of the diocese 
and as secretary to three 
Ordinaries. 


Priests, religious and lay 
persons visiting the diocesan 
‘office for almost two genera- 
tions have known the familiar 
personality of Miss Kenne- 
dy. “It certainly won’t be the 
same without her,’’ said a 
diocesan staff member.

But, no, we cannot, because communion 
presupposes that we are already united in faith 
and in charity. But we are not yet. 


It has been centuries since separations 
among Christians have taken place and become 
imbedded. We cannot break down these 
obstacles in one day. But we are slowly moving 
toward that charity, that love and that truth 
which converge. We are all potentially 
brothers, all of us who are baptized. 


We must not be brothers who are always 
ready to fight, who are separated and lacking in 
complete unity. We must have perfection, that 
is the Holy Mass and Holy Communion. 


A new atmosphere has been established and 
a spirit of true fraternity is becoming evermore 
solid and fruitful. The search for unity is . 
reaching growing accord on the doctrinal level, 
and positive convergence is constantly taking 
shape, even on questions which in the past 
have strongly divided Christians. 


The search for unity is not just the 
responsibility of special groups, but is the 
responsibility of all the baptized. How beautiful 
it would be to hear all the world’s Christians 
unite in one single chant, ‘‘Holy, Holy, Holy 
Lord.’’ ee ; 

Those who are tempted to feel satisfied with 
the positive results already attained in relations 
among Christians run the risk of stopping at a 
point of peaceful coexistence, short of complete 
unity.—To a general audience

We urge black Christians and Catholics to be 
in the forefront of black cultural renewal. Black 
and African peoples will thus hasten the 
coming together of all the peoples still divided 
by racial prejudices and by ideological, political 
and economic conflicts.

It’s not the usual Mass at Christ the King. It’s an 
experience. The southeast San Diego church, 
center of the black community of the diocese, has 
long been noted for liturgical experimentation— 
otherwise known as Masses with a freedom of 
spirit. And with black Bishop Joseph Francis, SVD, 
as celebrant on Jan. 30, it was a gala occasion. 


Unlike so many of our churches, there’s very 
little hush and quiet before Mass. The 300-seat 
church is easily filled, and ushers are busy moving 
the people along. But the people like to stop and 
chat with friends, fellow Christians, so the aisles 
remain in a state of flux right up to Mass time, with 
a general hubbub of conversation. The spirit is 
already moving in the community. 


It was the end of a week through which television 
had given us the saga from Kunta Kinte to Chicken 
George. For blacks a very special week, as well as 
for whites. For Bishop Joseph Francis, a 
memorable week, as he said. He admitted to 
coming to Christ the King with ‘‘a sense of awe to 
celebrate this Eucharist with you.’’ He had heard 
so much about this community, he said. 


Rubrics locally made é 

What once were spontaneous expressions have 
now become the new rubrics at Christ the King. 
Years ago people started to hold hands at the Our 
Father. Now, with a ritual all its own, the celebrant 
and attendants formally process into the aisle to 
form the center link in the chain of hands which 
criss-cross the church from side to side for the 
Lord’s Prayer. And, as on a signal, all hands, 
clasped to each neighbor’s are raised with voices 
“for thine is the kingdom...’’ 


The local rubrics at the church also call for the 
greatest interchange of greetings at the kiss of 
peace, aS people leave their seats, the ministers 
leave the sanctuary and for several minutes visiting 
in peace takes place, with hugs and handshakes, 
smiles and sociability. 

Is this what makes Christ the King different? Is 
this what draws, for instance, four white RSC) 
Sisters from their USD campus—and daily Mass at 
the Immaculata—to southeast San Diego’s church 
every Sunday? 


All say the words 
The liturgists tell 
celebrants should speak the words of consecration. 
At Christ the King the whole congregation joins in. 
The liturgists say that only the celebrants should 


_ utter the praising words of the doxology, ‘Through 


him, with him...’’ But at Christ the King, all 
cheerfully speak those words, and respond with the 
““Amen’’ from Lilies of the Field which continues 
for at least three minutes, as refrain after refrain in 
praise and song almost move the church structure 
itself in a welter of sound. 


Don’t watch the clock 

If you’re a clock watcher at Mass, stay away from 
Christ the King. Mass had been going for more 
than an hour since its 9 a.m. start before we 
reached the offertory. And although Bishop Francis 
spoke of the way we Christians tend to drop our 
Christianity on the way to the church parking lot, 
scarcely a person left before the end of that Mass, 


~ which was 1 hour and 40 minutes long. 
Singing takes much of the time. A robed choir, to — 


the right of the sanctuary, sang in the culture of the 


people. A style of rythmic, syncopated, spiritual 


music prevails, mixed with traditional and modern. 
This choir sings long and beautifully, meditational- 
ly, evocatively. My 25 years in Africa’s mission 
lands taught me how Africans love to sing. They are 
no less lovers of music here in San Diego, those 
whose ‘‘Roots’’ go back to Africa. 


Spirit is moving 
There are few ‘‘passengers’’ in the liturgy at 
Christ the King. You cannot help but become 
involved, a participant in a liturgy which certainly 
would not please all, but evokes an understanding 
of community such as few of our churches do. It 
reminds us of the pluralism within our wonderful 
universal Church. That the church, no more than 
the country, is not a melting pot, but that each 
group, each community, each culture can retain its 
special needs, while still worshiping the one God. 


The spirit can be felt moving at Christ the King. 
Not the spirit to suit all tastes. But it is not intended 
to be. It’s meant to suit the people who live there. 
And it does. 


Needs of the human family

We were talking...about the small 
generosities with which we are so 
easily satisfied and so ready to deduct 


from our income tax, and how limited, ~ 


in fact, our giving to others usually is. 


Last week | received a request from 
a missionary friend in the newly 
independent African territory of the 
Transkei, for help to a young African 
girl entering her junior year of high 
school. 


HER PARENTS can_ no _ longer 
afford to send her to the mission 
school she had been attending, but 
the incidence of immorality in the only 
available public school is so threaten- 
ing to the girl that she is afraid to 
-attend. Could we, he asked, help in 
some way towards the $200 annual 
tuition fee necessary to enable her to 
complete her high school education at 
the mission school? 


Our initial reaction was mild shock 
at the realization that this was the first 
request we had received from the 
priest in 40 years of friendship. Our 
second was shame that it had been 


necessary for him to ask. Why, we 
asked ourselves, had we not antici- 
pated such a need? | 


Two hundred dollars a year is not a 


formidable sum to us, here in the 
United-States. We are well aware of 
the heroic sacrifice it must have 
demanded of the girl’s parents, to 
whom our poverty datum line would 


~ seem sheer luxury. 


WE REFLECTED rather sadly on 
how subjective our concept of real 
need has become—how easily we 
forget the terrible poverty. and 
continuing need of those remote from 
us! It becomes difficult for us. in our 
wealth— however relative—to appre- 
ciate what it means to live in real 
poverty, just as, in the warm and 
comfortable California winter, it is 
hard to fully realize the rigor of the 
devastating cold of the eastern and 
mid-western states. 

Monika Hellwig, writing on the 
hungers of human beings, draws 
parallels between the hunger of those 
who ‘‘skip meals’’ or voluntarily fast 


_for limited periods, and those whose 


hunger is constant and never fully 
satisfied. 

Speaking of the experience of 
“‘suspension of hunger’’ during the 
prolonged voluntary fast, she says, 


“‘This...is reserved for those who are’ 


adequately nourished in the first 
place. For those who are habitually 
hungry and never really satisfied, 
there is no safety zone between 
hunger and starvation.’’ If one does 


not eat, one dies. 


THE EFFECT of such starvation is 
not only physical but psychological, 
narrowing of vision and brutalizing. 
Even where habitual starvation is not 
the issue, the same can be said of 
economic poverty. When one has very 
little; it requires very little extra 
expense or deprivation, to leave 
nothing at all. Often there is little or 
no hope of relief. ; 

Yet people do rise to humbling 
heights of generosity and personal 
sacrifice in their poverty, quite 
literally giving their all to meet 


another’s need. However meager that 


‘all’’ may appear to us who are more 
affluent, their generosity is infinitely 
greater than ours. And for us who 
have more, the responsibility is 
greater. 


_ Froma Christian point of view, how 
much more highly developed are such 
communities who live in the aware- 
ness of limited resources and common 
need, in the understanding that each 
person’s wants ‘‘must be tempered by 


the needs of others’ and_ that 
obligations and dependencies ‘are 
mutual. 


From aChristian point of view, as 
Monika Hellwig also says, people in 
privileged positions in society often 
seem underdeveloped, with little 
experience of real sharing and little 
realization of the physical and 
psychological effort expended by 
others to satisfy our own basic needs. 


We can thank God that, from time 
to time, a voice will cry out to us in an 


intimate and personal call for help, so 


that we may not grow too far from 
reality or too remote from hunger.

Born Again inthe Spirit 


God brought his people 


to new birth in Baptism 


By Father John J. Castelot 


People speak easily of “‘the miracle of 
life.’” Some would take violent exception to 
this phrase on the grounds that nothing is 
quite so ordinary as life. Why call it a 
miracle? This sort of thinking reflects a 
rather narrow view of a miracle as a 
stupendous reversal or suspension of the 
laws of nature. 

The Bible, however, reflects no such 
understanding of miracle, for the simple 
reason that biblical man knew nothing of 
what we call “laws of nature.’’ The Old 
Testament had-no word corresponding to our 
word “miracle, ’’with its strong overtones of 
the extraordinary. It spoke of ‘‘signs,”’ 
‘symbolic acts,’”’ and sometimes described 
them as extraordinary, but that was it. 

THE NEW TESTAMENT spoke of “‘acts 
of power’’ in the Synoptics and ‘‘works’’ or 
“signs’’ in John. All these words, since they 
were general, applied to a wide variety of 
acts and events, from what we would call the 
providential, all the way through to the truly 
extraordinary. And so the crossing of the 
Red Sea was not a “‘miracle”’ in the same 
sense as the raising of Lazarus from dead. 

It is proper, then, to speak of the miracle 
of life, one which elicits wonder from the 
human heart. Closely allied with this 
phenomenon is the miracle of birth. There is 
something almost mystical about the 
expression on the faces of a young couple 
looking at the firstborn child. 


Oh, they know they are biologically 
responsible for the squirming little bundle. 
But there is something beyond the biological 
there, something intangible, undefinable, 
something which we call, for want of a better 
word, life. It is the result of a truly creative 
act, and while human beings can fashion, 
produce, they cannot, strictly speaking, 
create. 

THE TRANSITION from non-life to life 
calls for a dimension which transcends the 
merely biological, a dimension which can. 
properly be called miraculous, ‘‘ordinary” 
though it may be. 

With this as background, it may be easier 
to appreciate more fully what‘the Scriptures 
say about rebirth to a new life. This new 
birth, too, involves a creative dimension, one 
that is strongly reiminiscent of the first 
creation, when God called all things from 
non-being to being. 

In Ezekiel’s famous vision of the Dry 
Bones, the prophet saw a valley floor. littered 
withskeletal fragments scattered helter-skel- 
ter. Asked by God if those bones could live 


again, he stammered, ‘‘Lord God, you alone 


know that.’’ is 


THEN IN his vision he saw the bones come 
together, become enfleshed and alive, until 
finally a vast, vibrant army stood before him. 
It was thus that God promised to bring His 
exiled, hopeless people to a new birth. The 
whole (Ezekiel 37:1-14) is described in 
terms suggestive of a creative rebirth to a 
new life. 

In the preceding chapter, the same 
powerful act of God is described in terms ofa 
“baptism’’ of water and the spirit: “‘I will 
sprinkle clean water upon you to cleanse you 
from all your impurities... 1 will give you a 
new heart and place a new spirit within you, 
taking from your bodies your stony hearts 
and giving you natural hearts. I will put my 
spirit within you and make you live by my 
statutes, careful to observe my decrees’’ 
(Ezekiel 35:25-27). 

One thinks immediately of John the 
Baptizer’s words: ‘‘I have baptized you in 
water; He will baptize you in the Holy 
Spirit” (Mark 1:8). In the Christian sacra- 
ment of Baptism all the rich imagery of life- 


‘giving re-creating water, so common in the 


Old Testament, finds its transcendent mean- 
ing. Through this sacrament, the miracle of 
rebirth takes place in our lives, lives which 
now take on a new, heaven dimension. 

THE REALITY of rebirth through water 
and the Spirit is brought out clearly in the 
Fourth Gospel’s account of Jesus’ dialogue 
with Nicodemus. These are the crucial 
verses: ; ; 

“Jesus gave him this answer: ‘I solemnly 
assure you, no one can see the reign of God 
unless he is begotten from above.’ “How can 
aman be born again once he is old?’ retorted 
Nicodemus. ‘Can he return to his mother’s 
womb and be born over again?’ Jesus 
replied: ‘I solemnly assure you, no one can 
enter God’s kingdom without being begotten 
of water and Spirit’ (John 3:3-5).”’ 

The theme of life-giving water is taken up 
in the next chapter, when Jesus offers 
the Samaritan woman ‘“‘living water.’ (See 
John 4:12-14). The life to which we are 
reborn , Paul tells us, is the life of the risen 
Christ: ‘‘Are you not aware that we who 
were baptized into Christ Jesus were 
baptized into His death?

Roots of Our Faith: 


Is being born again possible? 


Rebirth in Christ insists 
on serious moral reform

Getting rudely edged out of traffic by a car 
bearing a ‘‘Be Reborn in Jesus’’ bumper 
sticker is disconcerting. What should a 
“reborn’’ Christian be like—not in a picture 
but on a highway, in an office, on a soccer 
field, in a beauty parlor, at worship? What 
should this radical Christian claim of 
Baptism as rebirth be like? 

In every age great Christian thinkers have 
grappled with the implications of that 
question. They have offered images 
appropriate to their time but not always to 
ours. And most of us have sought its 
meaning in the concrete events of everyday 
life, happily or unhappily touched by 
theological theory. 

A GREAT Southern writer, Flannery 
O’Connor, gave us noteworthy short story on 
this topic. A small child, victimized by 
parents who neglected to note his presence 
in their often insensitive existence, hears a 
minister promise happiness and peace if a 
person will just go into the water and be 
reborn. One day as the child flees from a 
drunken brawl, he remembers this promise 
and walks out into a river to be reborn. He 
dies. ° 

In reading most of O’Connor’s works, one 
is struck with irony at a level that causes one 
to pause. Yet she repeats her theme: That 
which is tenderest in humankind gives birth 
to that which is tragic if it ig not attended to. 

Baptism asks us to attend to each other in 
the manner that makes rebirth possible, not 
tragic. This child believed in the tender 
promise of wholeness. It was tragic that 
those who could have mediated this to him, 
his parents, did not understand the effects of 
their lives upon his. He saw so little of 
Baptism’s effects in his world. 


WE IN the United States are aware of a 


* revival of ‘‘Born Again Christians.’’ The 


executive office of our land houses one. That 
makes some uneasy. That uneasiness may 
have historical base: Baptized Christians for 
centuries carried out destruction. 

The rape of Indian land throughout the 


southwestern United States was done by the. 


baptized. On the other hand, we are hoping 
the Carters may make it clear to this nation’s 
people that there are serious moral 
implications toward others which rebirth in 
Christ insists upon. 

Baptism is not always understood in 
relation to Gospel life. Recent writing on 
evangelization has made it clear that people 
need to know the Gospel in order to live any 
measure of sacramental life. 


WE HAVE all been born, yet none of us 
has any consciousness of that birth. We 
might blanch if someone said, ‘‘I remember 
the day I was born—it was such a hot, August 
day.’’ Consciousness about our birth grew 
gradualiy. We all struggled to exit a womb 
and then gradually to adjust to the world we 
forged ourselves into. 

We metaphorically learn it in the dialectic 
of learning depending throughout our lives. 


What they say about it... 


We learn it in the dialectic of learning 
dependence and independence in life. We 
learned it when we got up for school on days 
we did net want to and found (sometimes!) 
the day was good after all. 

We learned the pain that the fetish of 
avoiding pain brings the first time we owned 
up to childhood pranks. We learned that 
collecting pleasure is a dangerous way to 
abort pain. We learned what to share with 
whom and how to live when we discovered 
we had hurt others or they had hurt us. 


WE LEARNED with whom the secrets of 
our spirit were safe and who would throw 
them out with casual rejections of us. We 
learned that we must learn! 

Baptism and its imagery of rebirth took on 
the very human coloration of life itself. It 
was not a one and for all job, like walking 
into a river or suddenly ‘‘catching the Lord 
Jesus.’’ Baptism was a life in the very way 
Jesus said it would be. 

Only the gospel could help us trace out 
what some of the implications of that life 
were. Baptism meant dying as well as rising. 
It meant dying unto rising. It is the seed that 
Jesus said ought to give new life by being 
cast on new ground. 

WE MATURED far beyond the myopia 
that life is ‘‘fun and games.‘* And then it 
occurred to us somewhere along the line that 
we are always being reborn -- even when the 
risks involved felt like death. 

The choice of birth imagery for Baptism is 


~ not arbitrary. It is primary to the inspiration 


of Christian Scripture. It is given to us in a 
sacrament to speak to us and of us—of the 
deepest and simplest ways of living the gift 
of our lives. Baptized into the death and 
resurrection of Jesus, we are given the 
power of living into the fullness of His 
strength. 

We may not choose to proclaim our 
baptized state by toting the Bible around on 
the streets of our cities and asking people to 
be reborn in Christ. We may even find that 
offensive. The quality of our lives is that 
which we know speaks. 

THAT FACT is humbling for we know that 
often we live opposed to the quality that we 
proclaim that the Gospel invites. But that 
itself is part of the rebirth which day in and 
day out we say that we live—error and 
insight, help given to others and help 
withheld, love understood and love misun- 
derstood, aversion and affinity. 


Baptism has never claimed that rebirth 
takes us to superior realms of life beyond the 
human. It has been the claim that such grace 
invites our original humanity—made very 
clear in its beauty in the flesh of Jesus 
Christ. 

Finally, if Flannery O’Connor’s irony calls 
us to reflect upon the communal nature of 
Christian life this much ought to be clear: - 
There are always people in the water 
anytime any one of us decides to wade in 
deeper. People who will sponsor further life 
in us. perhaps especially when they demand 
we be true to ourselves.

The Unfolding of a Person 


Most are more on-again, 


off-again than born again

All kinds of people claim to- be 
“born-again Christians.” Even our new 
President Carter. But what might this 
experience be about? 

Some describe it as a sudden dawning, 
perhaps at a religious service. Others 
awaken through a profound personal crisis. 
But most of us hack along, more sure of 
being on-again, off-again, than born-again. 


WE’RE TOLD with biblical assurance that 
unless we’re born again of water and the 
Spirit we shall not enjoy life everlasting. So 
we have water poured on us, and we hope 
the Spirit acts, as He’s not so easy to 
manage since He moves where He wills. 


But the question lingers, what does 
Baptism really do about rebirth? It is 
probably safe to say that Baptism doesn’t do 
anything about rebirth, not automatically, 
not like a water-cooler responds to the 
button we push. 

Baptism can, however, provide us with a 
sense of rebirth, if we can recognize other 
expressions of rebirth in our lives, or come to 
sense that all of life is a being-born, not 
again, but as part of the same birth-event, 


- the unfolding of a person. 


SOMETIMES WE take that expression 
‘born-again’ too literally, and fall into the 
dead-end that Nicodemus confronted, and 
wondered how he could fit back into his 
mother’s womb to be born again. Being born 
in the flesh can be seen as part of the same 
birth event which we celebrate in Baptism. 
In Baptism we articulate in sign and gesture 
what we believe to be so when human life 
took flesh again in the newborn person. You 
can’t have one without the other. 


just going through the motions of being 
alive. 

SO WHEN we relate this understanding of 
Baptism—a choice we make about how to 
live—to the question, ‘‘Is being born again 
possible today?’’ We are confronted with a 
struggle more difficult and profound than 
the Church faces in renewing the baptismal 


‘rite so that people might enjoy more fully a 


sense of being born again. We are 
confronted with the struggle to become 
persons in a mass culture, in which one 
seems to find fewer and fewer opportunities 
to enjoy being recognized as persons. 

This lack of recognition happens so 
regularly we’ve grown to expect it. For 
example, a family’s television set needed 
repair recently, so the local department store 
chain was called, as that is where they 
purchased the set. The repairman came and 
was asked to check not only the set 
purchased from his store, but another set of 
the same model, purchased elsewhere. 
“Sorry, we service only sets purchased from 
our store,’’ the repairman said. 

“Sounds like subtle pressure to buy only 
from your store,’’ the people argued, and 
called the Service Department manager for 
an explanation. 

“WE SERVICE only our own sets,” the 
manager argued. 

“You service sets and not customers. 
You service machines, not people,” they 
reminded the man. i 

“Well, okay,’ the manager said, ‘Tell 
him that he can fix your other set, too.” 

WHEN WE are made to feel that being a 
person is less important that being a 
machine purchased from a certain store, one 
has a hard time feeling born at all, much 


— Jess wonder about ‘being born again. But 


That’s obvious from one-point of view: 
You can’t baptize someone who has not been

born and not be baptized. Being born is not a 


_ choice a person makes. That’s automatically

But being baptized is not automatic, and 
that is just the point: one’s Baptism—one’s 
coming to life—is something each of us has 
to work at. It’s far from automatic. It is a 
choice we make: how to live so that I’m not 


when one person recognizes another, then 
one can enjoy a sense of being born, again 


_ and again and again. 


That’s what Baptism is about: people 


recognizing in each other the presence of the 


Spirit, human life renewed, and affirming 
that life through our care for each other. If 
we can do that, then being born again today 
is not only possible, it can be a very pleasant 
experience, something to celebrate every 
day of our lives.

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Moral choices in contemporary society 


Condemnation of abortion based on destiny of ‘fetus’ 


This is the third in a special series, ‘‘Moral 
choices in contemporary society,’’ designed as 
companion pieces to a series of the same name in 
the general press.In this article, Father John R. 
Connery, SJ, professor of theology at Loyola 
University in Chicago, discusses the status of the 
fetus as it has been viewed in times past and how 
the status of the fetus is viewed today. He goes 
on to examine the abortion arguments that 
prevail in the modern world.

The Roman poet Quid, complaining about the 
frequency of abortion in the Rome of his time, chides 
woman for doing what even the lioness and the tigress 
of the jungles of Armenia have never done: destroy 
their offspring. 


He goes on to say that women do not always do this 
with impunity; they often perish with the fetus they 
destroy in their womb. The widespread abortion and 
infanticide practiced in the Roman world at the 
beginning of the Christian era attracted the attention 
and criticism of several other pagan writers of the time. 


THE REACTION of the early Church to these 
practices was unequivocal: ‘’You shall not kill the fetus 
by abortion nor the child after birth by infanticide.’’ 
This condemnation is found in one of the earliest 
Christian documents, the Didache, dating probably 
from Apostolic times. 


But the condemnation was not original with the 
Christians. The ‘‘two ways,’ that part of the Didache in 
which it is found, was used originally by the Jewish 
community in proselytizing among the pagans. So the 
condemnation is genuinely Judeo-Christian. 


As Christianity spread throughout Europe, it carried 
on a ceaseless campaign against these practices. And in 
the course of history it never wavered in its opposition 
to them. Vatican Council II, in speaking of abortion and 
infanticide as unspeakable crimes, does no more than 
echo this constant and consistent oppositon. 


IN THE CURRENT debate over abortion great 
emphasis is being put on the prenatal status of the 
fetus. Is the fetus a human being? Is it a person? 
When does human life begin in the fetus? 


These are not new questions; they go back to 


pre-Christian times. The earliest views looked upon the 
fetus as part of the mother until it was born. A later 
and more sophisticated view associated the beginnings 
of human life in the fetus with its physical formation (40 
days after conception). 


There is no evidence that Christians ever accepted 
the opinion that the fetus did not become a human 
being until it was born, but some of the early Fathers 
held that the®*fetus became a human being (the human 
soul was infused) at the time of its formation. 
Other Fathers, however, held that the human soul was 
infused at the time of conception. 


THE OPINION that the human soul was infused at 
the time of formation prevailed for many centuries in 
the Western world and was not questioned until the 
beginning of the 17th century. Since’ that time the 


opinion holding immediate infusion of the human soul 
has gained ground, although not enough to win 
universal acceptance. In fact, in recent years the 
number of responses to the original question, has 
increased. 


What is different today is that for the many who hold 
that the status of the fetus is not yet a human being, 
abortion is permissible without qualification. There is 
no historical precedent for this position. 


It was never the stage of fetal development that was 
decisive, but its destiny. Whatever anyone wanted to 
say about the status of the fetus at any given moment in 
its prenatal life, it was destined to be a human being, 
and it was sacred for this reason. As Tertullian once 
said: he is a man who will be a man. The distinction 
between the formed and unformed fetus was used for 
purposes of legal classification. 


IF THE FETUS was already formed (and therefore 
human) abortion was classified as homicide; otherwise 
it was not. But the distinction was never used as a 
general moral dividing line between permissible and 
immoral abortions. 


And even over the many centuries when only the 
abortion of the formed fetus was classified as actual 
homicide, theologians and jurists spoke of abortion of 
the unformed fetus as anticipated, interpretive or 
intentional homicide, since the goal was the same. 


The Church itself has never issued any teaching 
regarding the time of infusion of the human soul during 
the fetal existence. In the 17th century it condemned 
the opinion that the fetus was not a human being the 
whole time it was in the uterus, but it never attempted 
to pinpoint the time during fetal life when the human 
soul was infused. 


EVEN THE FATHERS of Vatican II resisted 
efforts to get them to identify the time of infusion of the 
human soul with conception. 

But this did not prevent them from condemning 
abortion and infanticide as unspeakable crimes without 
qualification. The traditional condemnation was based 
on the certain destiny of the fetus, not on its disputed 
status. This is a much more secure basis for a 
judgment. 


Unequivocal signs of the beginning of human life, as_ 
~ well as of the end of human life, appear only some time’ 


aiter these events are generally conceded to have taken 
place. On the other hand, although one may not want 
to admit that human life begins with conception, 
neither can he rule it out with any degree of 
assurance. 


Using development as a criterion for judging the 

morality of abortion exposes one to the temptation 
treating the fetus during its prehuman states (if there 
are such) like ordinary animal or even vegative life. 
Even this might be tolerable if one could guarantee the 
fetus the loving care pet animals get. 


BUT IN NO way does it represent the full reality of 
the human fetus. At no time can fetal life be equated 
with simple animal or vegatative life. Fetal life has a 
human destiny right from the moment of conception, 
and this makes it essentially different and unique. 
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MORAL CHOICES 


in contemporary society 


In general, modern arguments in favor of abortion, 
although based on a much more sophisticated 
knowledge of embryology and fetology, add little new 
to the arguments of the past. One might be tempted to 
think that the new consciousness of women’s rights has 
introduced a new dimension into the issue. Since 
presumably one-half of human fetuses would be 
female, it is not clear how or why women’s rights would 
tip the scales in favor of the mother, at least in these 
cases. 

IN THE DAYS when the fetus was considered part of 
the mother, the mother’s right to abortion, at least in 
some cases, might have been defended on this basis. 
But no one today considers the fetus part of the 
mother’s body. Although dependent on the mother, it 


_ leads a separate existence right from the moment of 


conception. The mother then has no right to dispose of 
it as part of her body. 

Nor is there any other justification for extending the 
woman’s right over her body to the fetus. Someone 
once remarked; facetiously but very aptly, that a 
person’s right to swing his arm. ends at the other 
person’s nose. Similiarly, the mother’s right to her 
body does not justify direct violence to the fetus . 

What has compicated the moral issue in this country 
is the recent decision of the U.S. Supreme Court 
declaring it unconstitutional to protect the fetus against 
an abortion decision by the mother before viability. It 
is hard to fathom even the legal mentality behind this 
decision. 


THERE MAY BE a difference of opinion about the 
kind of abortion law that would be in the best interests 
of a particular communit¥, but to rule that the right to 
privacy has absolute priority over the welfare of the 
fetus seems to be a gross perversion of values. 

An added tragic element is the fact that the court’s 
decision has become for many a moral as well as legal 
norm. The court probably never intended to become 
the conscience of the country, but this is precisely what 
seems to have happened. The decision has had a very 
destructive impact on morality. 

There was no law against abortion in the Roman 
world of Quid and the early Christian; it dates only from 
the end of the second century. After almost 1,800 years 
of legal sanctions on abortions, We have, at least in this 
country, come full cycle. 

So the Church today is also stronger. Let us hope 
that it will be able to meet this challenge as successfully 
as did the early Christians.

He gives Bishop Leo T. 
Maher the credit for that. 
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‘‘When I became chaplain 
two years ago,’’ he said, 
‘‘the bishop included the 
office in the diocesan budget 
for the first time. That gives 
us the funds to do more.” 


THE KEY reason, in 
Father Carroll’s view, for the 
upsurge in spirituality in 
scouting is the revitalization 
of the religious awards 
program, Parvuli Dei medal 
for Cub Scouts, Ad Altare 
Dei for Boy Scouts and the 
Pius XII award for high 
school age scouts. 

To achieve this Father 
Carroll designed a special 
workbook which the scouts 
must complete to earn the 
religious awards. He has 
also launched a program to 
train lay volunteers in the 
parishes to! oversee the 
religious award program. 


““And we need _ volun- 
teers,’’ he said. “‘Ideally 
there should be a religious 
awards leader in every parish 
to work with Catholic scouts 
affiliated with units spon- 
sored by non-Catholic organ- 
izations.” 


THERE ARE 84 groups of 
Cubs and Scouts affiliated 
with parishes around the 
diocese involving nearly 1,800 
boys. Father Carroll works 
primarily with scouts in the 
southern part of the diocese. 


Responsible for scouts in the 
northern. part is Father 
Robert Miller, associate scout 
chaplain. 

Father Carroll pointed out 
that the religious awards are 
not bestowed by the Boy 
Scouts of America. They are 
awards ‘‘bestowed by ‘the 
Church on scouts for spiritual 
achievement,’’ he said. 

And in the latter part of 
last year the scouting retreat 
program was launched with a 
retreat for 200 boys conduct- 
ed by Father Miller in the 
north. ‘‘A spring retreat is 


planned for the scouts in the 
south,’’ Father Carroll noted. 
HE BELIEVES it is very 
important that the scouting 
program be expanded to 
“every parish in the 
diocese,’’ his personal goal, 
because it is one of the few 
youth programs “‘that can 
hold the interest of nearly 
every boy involved.’’ 
Scouting, he said, ‘‘gives 
us a national organization for 
boys 8-18, that can be used . 
by the Church. That gives an 
invaluable tool to reach the 
young men spiritually.’
